It. is know that the senator de- 
voted several weeks in the summer to a 
wM-cfnl study of the subject, visiting tho 
various tribes and talking with the lead- 
ing chiefs and with the, Indian agents. 
He i,- a member of the .senate committee 
on Indian 
affairs and 
undertook tin; 


work of investigation at the request of 
his colleagues. He went among the so- 
vailed civilized tribes, where the best re- 
units so far attained -by Indians were to 
be seen, and also spent days at a lime 
on tbe reservations where 
troops 
are 


freqcuiitly needed to quell outbreak-. 
He did not overlook the ^cluols and 
methods of education of the boys 
and 


girls of the different tribes, so Umt^Si-n- 
litor Quarles is probably now one of the 
best-posted 
men in congress on 'the 


vexed question of earing for the. nation's 
wards. 


He goes to Washington nt the request 


of President Roosevelt to tell what he 
has learned about the Indians and to ex- 
plain what is needed ill a legislative way 
lor 
the 
corrcc'.iou of existing evils. 


President Roosevelt is now engaged in 
writing his mi'ssiige to congre>s. .In his 
usual thorough style he wishes to kuo.v 
all that is possible 
in relation 
to the 


Indian. As a hiintci- ami t'niveler in the 
far West, In- is not ignorant of the In- 
dian nature, and has had numerous op- 
portunities to study it. His own knowl- 
edge, coupled with that obtained from 
men who have spent time in learning 
present conditions, will enable the presi- 
dent to outline necessary legislative no- 
tion accurately.

Shortly before n o'clock thif morning 


there, was a lire scare at the live story 
Kobinso'n building, corner of Main 
and 


Sixth streets. One of the joints in the. 
hot water heating plant sprung alcnk. 
letting the water down on the fire in the 
lire place, which created a dense steam, 
which went up iihe elevator 
shaft. 
At 


the time of the accident tli* engineer 
was not in the building and occupants of 
tho structure believed that there was a, 
lire, raging in the basement and an alarm 
wus sent ill. The entire, department 
was called out and several hundred peo- 
ple gathered at 
tho entrance 
of tha 


building, nnd when the volumes of steam 
were observed eoinin, 
shaft 
and 
throuj_ 


everybody ' took 
it, for granted that 


there was n. big fire and 
the 
report 


spread. Ntaunxily the floor of the buse- ] 
ment was flooded with water, but no 
damage 
of any nature resulted, all of 


the- stock iu the basement being in iiar- 
rels and bottles. There was not suffi- 
cient steam to damage the 
decorations 


on the walls in the upper halls. Jn 
some manner 'a stream from the chemi- 
cal engine got to going in the elevator 
shaft. It struck and ruined the cloth- 
ing of the elevator boy and stained the 
interior of the handsome car. The gen- 
tlemanly little fellow who conducts the 
elevator thought sure the firemen be- 
lieved he was on fire when the stream 
struck 'him and 
lie yelled lustily for 


them to. quit their foolishness. 


HOW OCCUPANTS ACTED. 


When the supposed 
fire broke, out 


to be takeii to.the/.Unseiflent, but before 
the carriage reached Ithat.department the 
six volunteers \wereiiu about a foot of 
water, which had caaieed nil the' excite- 
ment. A Hue leading into ' the boiler 
broke and consequentiy tlie. steam and 
water escaped in quantities, leaving ful- 
ly twelve, inches 'of .water in 
n'leiit, which was discovered 
elevator was. lowered. 


The damage was -small, but somebody

Take for Di- 
stance the city of Milwaukee. If a per- 
son was seen walking down any of the 
streets with his face or arms 
covered 


with blotches tlie local health 
ofliceru 


would, be informed of the fact witlu'n an 
hour and the person would be fou.nd.^Dil 
put in quarantine nt 
once. People in 


the large cities 
believe in vaccination 


and 
this, with the vigilance of the 


health officers, makes it impossible for. 
the dir.ease to obtain a foothold here or 
in anv large, city, but as I have said it 
is far different iu sparsely settled dis- 
tricts and as long as the health boards 
can not keep informed of the cases in 
their jurisdiction until everyone has 
bec-u exposed, it can be seen that people 
must be educated up to the question DC 
fore we can hope to stamp out or as- 
suage the disease. From time to time 
there come reports of whole communi- 
ties affected and no physician iu atten- 
dance. The health boards in the north- 
ern towns are working like trojaus and 
are doing everything possible under the 
circumstances and while they can watch 
over eases reported to them, there arc 
miles of country 
in their 
jurisdiction

SENATOR QUARLES 


VISITS THE PRESIDENT 


4\ Conference by Invitation With Presi- 


dent Roosevelt to Consider 


the Indian Question, 


The visit of Senator J. V. Quarles to 


President Roosevelt, next week presages 
some important and fur-reaching changes 
in the government's treatment of the In- 
dians. It is know that the senator de- 
voted several weeks in the summer to a 
w-M-eful study of the .subject, visiting the 
various tribes and talking with the lead- 
ing chiefs and with the, Indian agents. 
He is a member of the senate committee 
on Indian affairs and undertook 
this 


work of investigation at the request of 
bis colleagues. He went among the so- 
called civilized tribes, where the best re- 
sults so far attained by Indians were to 
be seen, and also spent days at a time 
on the reservations where troops arc 
freqeuntly 
needed to quell outbreak-. 


He did not overlook the 
schools and 


methods of education o£ the boys and 
girls of the different tribes, so that Sen- 
ator Quarles is probably now one of the 
best-posted 
men in congress on 'the 


vexed question of caving for the. nation's 
wards. 


He goes to Washington at the request 


of President Roosevelt to tell what lie 
has learned about the Indians and to'ex 
plain what is needed in a legislative way 
for 
the 
correction of existing evils. 


President Roosevelt is now engaged in 
writing his message to congress. In his 
usual thorough style he wishes to knoc, 
all that is possible in relation to the 
Indian. As a hunter and traveler in the 
far West, he is not ignorant of the In 
dian nature, and has had numerous op- 
portunities to study it. His own knovvl- 
edsre. coupled with that obtained from 
men who have spent time in learning 
present conditions, will enable the presi- 
dent to outline necessary legislative ac- 
tion accurately. 


''Yes, I am going to confer with tho 


.-'resident on the Indian question." said 
^i-nator Quarles yesterday. ''I believe 
tiiiit them should . be a complete 
and 


radical change in the way this govern- 
ment handles them. The original laws 
made for this purpose no longer apply. 
Things have changed it! every direction. 
Jt would be manifestly improper for me 
to discuss the subject in advance of any 
report to the president, -but I may say 
that I devoted a large share of the sum- 
mer to a study of the Indian and the 
treament accorded him, whether as o 
semi-civilized or semi-savage personage. 
1 can see wherein the present system is 
at fault and am prepared to suggest 
remedies. The subject is worthy of the 
most earnest attention and investigation 
}>y congress. 
We have been going along 


in tlie old cumbersome and unsatisfact- 
ory way long enough. It i:$ time a 
change was made." 


"Did 
you find tho educational affairs 


of the Indians satisfactory?" 


"Thertf is plenty of room for improve- 


'ment there also. By proper education, 
in a business-like wny. lies the solution 
of the Indian-problem.'' 


Senator Quarles will leave for Wash- 


ington Nox. 20, and expects to haveto\v 
or three conferences with the president.

Ntaurally the tloor of the base- 
ment AS'as flooded with water, but 
no 


damage of any nature restilted, all ol 
the stock in the basement being in bar- 
rels and bottles. There was not suffi 
cient steam to damage the decorations 
on the walls in the upper halls. Ir 
some manner 'a stream from the chemi 
cal engine got to going in the elevator 
shaft. It struck and ruined the cloth 
ing of the elevator boy and stained the 
interior of the handsome car. The gen 
tlemanly little fellow who conducts the 
elevator thought sure the firemen be 
lieved he was on fire when the streau 
struck 'him and he yelled lustily for 
them to quit their foolishness. 


HOW OCCUPANTS ACTED. 


When the supposed fire broke on1 


there was a wild "rush :fb escape .from the 
building. As smoke ascended the ele 
vat or shaft, not 
an 
occupant of the 


building ventured to get into the stee 
cage of the elevator. There was unusu 
al commotion in 'the 
oflices of Cooper 


Simmons, Nelson & Walker. Sir. Nelson 
dashed into the offices and informed hi 
associates 
to 
'''rush out:" Attorney 


Walker rushed for the fire escape in f,h 
rear. ;Uiss Ella Morris was very coo 
and collected. She calmly walked to th 
vault, and, seeing that it was securely 
locked, made, her way. for the rear exit 
while her associate, Miss Sarnh Davis 
was very nervous, thinking the buildin0 
was doomed to total destruction. Up 
in the .stock exchange of W .B. Vance &. 


Co., 
the wires trembled and the market 


quotations reminded the old timers of 
the Diamond Match failure some years 
ago. Guilbert & Rugh, architects, who 
also have offices on the fifth floor, were j 
wrought up to a high pitch of excite- j 
mcut. The 
two partners made 
their 


way to the fire escape and within fifteen 
seconds were on the roof of the adjoin- 
ing building. Dr. Kitto was in his offices 
on the fourth floor at the 
time. He 


made a thorough diagnosis of the situa- 
tion and came to the conclusion that 
somebody had exploded a carboy of mur- 
iatic acid, but.it was only the odor of 
the chemicals used by the fire depart- 
ment. A. J. Liiut paid no at.tciition to 
the clanging of the fire bells and kept 
right on doing business.. Neb Simmons 
played checkers on his father's coat tail 
and had it not been for the timely ar- 
rival of John 0'.Laughlin, the elevator 


boy, 
who informed them there was no 


cause for. alarm, they would have dis- 
played extreme nervousness. In the of- 
fice of the Racine Water company on the 
third floor, a call was sent to the pump- 
ing station asking 
for 
the maximum 


pressure as a disastrous holocaust was 
anticipated. In tlie dentul and insur- 
ance offices there was not a person to be 
seen for a few minutes, every occupant 
in these departments having made for 
the rear exit. One woman appeared at 
the elevator shaft with a pair of forceps 
attached to her upper teeth, the lady to- 
tally oblivious of the pain for the time 
being.

people in infected districts refuse to be 
quarantined—so long will it be beforo 
the disease is wiped out of the state. I 
say finally, that it will be impossible for 
tlie state and local boards to check;the • 
epidemic if they are not - inform'ed; /sf 
each case as soon as the disease appeal* 
that the proper authorities may estab- 
lish a quarantine.

STREET NAMES AND SIGNS. 


Jtj is not believed the citizens of Ra- 


cine would strenuously object to the 
very slight increase of-the tax roll 
of 


thereby certain necessary improvements 
be made by means of which every street 
at every intersection have a sign con- 
spicuously placed and neatly done. The 
cost of this could not be so exceedingly 
high as to bring odium upon the 
intro- 


ducer of such a move in the council, and 
it is positive, a vast majority of citizens 
would heartily agree. There is not the 
slightest reason- why such a needed 
hn- 


provement as street signs at • every 
intersection be not brought about, not an 
objection, and such signs should 
be 


placed not concealed somewhere as if 
the street was ashamed of its cognoqien, 
but in a sightly place, where all may see 
who pass by. 


The 
system of numbering houues 


might be a little changed in the respect 
that the numbers should be placed where 
people may readily see them. On very 
few. houses are the numbers placed in a 
position to be easily seen, especially 
at 


night and in fact on many' dwellings a 
person looking at 
night 
to find the 


number runs a risk of being taken care 
of by the vigilant police, should one be 
passing by at the time. Even the pa- 
pers in the large cities, where it might 
be supposed with police at every hand it 
would be easy to get along without 
street signs, very often bring up this 
subject for attention and insist street 
signs be more generally used and on all 
streets signs be conspicuously displayed. 
Xot long since a prominent Chicago pa- 
per said, in respect to street signs for. 
Chicago'streets: 
' 
"The presence of plainly legible signs 


at every street corner, indicating the 
names 
of the 
intersection^ streets, 


would be a matter of convenience,- even 
to the permanent residents of Chicago. 
It is easy enough just now for the resi- 
dent of one side of the city to lose him- 
self 
in another. 
1'or stronger-?, of 


course, the signs would be even more 
useful. 
: 


"It is to be hoped that the council,in 


making provision for this improvement 
will bear in mind that, while utility is 
the first purpose of a street sign, it need 
not be an ugly thing. Many of the signs 
in use in other cities actually deface the 
buildings to which they arc attached. 
A sign easily read but neat in design 
and of not too glnriiig-a -color -will -an- 
swer the purpose as well as would a 
flaonting billboard.

A. good milk strainer' is made from 


brass wire cloth of not less than fifty 
meshes to the inch and three or four 
thicknesses of loosely woven cotton or 
woolen cloth that has been previously 
washed to remove size. Such a strainer 
will not oiaiy remove flne particles of 
dirt, but will also entangle a considera- 
ble number of germs.

ern, western and middle districts would 
be received by the board up to Wednes- 
day, November 20, at 10 o'eolek in the 
morning. 


The finance committee reported in fav- 


or of allowing a number of small bills 
and a number of cuts were noticed. 


Reports of the different poor agents 


were received and referred to the prop- 
er committees. 


The board met at 2 o'clock this after- 


noon and a number of reports were heard 
and adopted. A report of the commit- 
tee on justices and constables was re- 
ferred back to the committee. 


A resolution was adopted that the poor 


agents and tile purchasing agent be elect-' 
ed on November 19, at 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon. 


The county clerk reported that the 


county board of supervisors of Kenosha 
county would be here tomorrow morning 
at 8 o'clock, ready to visit the county 
asylum. 


The chair appointed the following com- 


mittee to meet the Kenoaba. members: 
Murphy, Rowland and Crabb. 


The board-went into a committee, of 


the whole with Sup. Birchell in the chair 
and adjourned'to meet at the county-asy- 
lum tomorrow morning at 10 o'clock.
